supplies, the

teachers and other similar items, I 
combining these factors into a sin­ 
gle index number, tending to show 
the general standing or efficiency 
of the school system.

The continuance of our 
foreign trade is necessary for our far­ 
mers, miners, cotton planters, oil pro­ 
ducers and our industries.
